Right on the north bank of the 
river was old Fort Dixon where Capt. Abraham Lincoln 
commanded a troop of infantry during-the Black Hawk 
war. Zach Taylor, Wjnfield Scott, Jeff Davis and sev- 
eral other notable military men were stationed there 
during the unpleasantness early in the 19th century.

the old ferry. All roads are paved and nobody has been 
scalped in years. From John Dixon's solitary cabin on 
the river bank, the town has grown to a city of 14,000 
persons. We're headquarters for the Reyonlds Wire 
division of the National Standard company, the Free- 
man Shoe company, distribution center for Borden's 
milk and the home of many other industries plus being 
the crossroads for two rail lines.

The city is located in the Rock river valley with the 


river running directly through the heart of the city. 
The altitude is 570 feet above sea level and the valley 
Itself is wooded and bounded on both sides by fertile 
land. The city proper embraces 175 acres of water and 
2,040 acres of land.

Dixon is approximately 95 miles west of Chicago, 


80 miles north of Peoria, 42 miles southwest of Rockford 
and 65 miles northeast of the tri-cities of Rock Island, 
Moline and Davenport. 


There are 19 churches in the city. 
The local 


government operates within its means and there is no 
city debt.

Here are a few more facts about the city that you 


might like to know: Dixon has approximately 7,200 
installed telephones, more than any other city of its size 
in the United States. At Dixon the Public Service com- 
pany of Northern Illinois maintains steam and hydro 
electric generating plants and has a power dam across 
the river. Also, Dixon is the site of the Dixon State 
hospital which employs 450 persons and has 4,500 
patients. Visitors are welcome to drive through the 
grounds. You can find the hospital by driving north on 
Brinton avenue on the north side of the river.

Escalator Wage Plan For All 
Workers Announced by WSB 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—A new- 


wage control regulation linking 
pay increases more directly to the 
cost of living has been approved 
unanimously by the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board (WSB). 


The board action, announced 


yesterday, sends the proposed new 
wage program to Economic Sta- 
bilizer Eric Johnson. 


The'result of such a program, 


if approved by Johnston, may be 
to apply new pressures on business 
and industry to hold down prices. 
The WSB proposed that cost-of- 
living pay increases be permitted 
generally wherever an employer 
and his workers agree on them.

Beef prices will soar and serious beef shortage will 


develop If controls are relaxed In any" way, according to 
Department of Agriculture's latest survey of cattle on 
feed. It covers the 11 corn-belt states from Ohio to South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, and shows nine per cent 
fewer cattle on feed than a year ago. 


American Meat Institute, which is the packers' trade 


association, translates this into 117 million pounds less 
beef In the next 30 to 90 days, than in same period of 1950.

Apparently there are 
other factors which sometimes 
mter into the picture such as 
hronic infection and fatigue but 
t is these outside proteins which 
are the most important. 


This being the case, the most 


mportant thing to do in asthma is 
o identify the particular sub- 
tance that is causing the trouble, 
'his is attempted in many ways: 
Analyzing the relations between 
he symptoms and contact with 
arious pollens, foods, or other 
roteins; 'skin tests with protein 
extracts, and by other methods.

detergents and a true soap. Two 
of the synthetic detergents were 
the no-rinse type; they were test- 


ed both ways—rinsed and

rinsed. 


The four materials tested were 


white Indianhead, ecru terry cloth,

Washing time was 


10 minutes; samples were rinsed 
three times for two minutes each. 
Soft water at a temperature of 
125 degrees F. was used for both. 


After 52 washings, all of the

rinsed were diny. 


Dirt was added to the samples 


after the 24th washing. The terry

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II. of Michigan Professor Kills Self With Snake Venom 


Mishandled 
Funds Fired 
From Staff 
World Famous 
For Research 
Into Leprosy 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., (AP)—A 


world .famous scientist, threatened 
with prosecution for mishandling 
University of Michigan funds, kill- 
ed himself with a hypodermic 
dose of snake venom and morphine 
late yesterday. 


Three hours before his suicide, 


. scholarly, handsome Dr. Malcolm 


H. Soule, a bacteriologist, was 
told by university regents he had 
been fired and would be prose- 
cuted. 


The Washtenaw county prose- 


. cutor's office called a conference 
today to decide whether to go on 
with an inquiry into the way the 
scientist handled department of 
bacteriology funds. Dr. Soule, 54, 
had been chairman of the depart- 
ment since 1935. 


Apparently only $487.05 was in- 


volved in the funds. 


Made Restitution 


The regents said Dr. Soule had 


made full restitution. They de- 
clined to say how the funds were 
mishandled or how the incident 
came to light. Immediately after 
announcement of his dismissal, 
Dr. Soule had declined to make 
any comment to newsmen. 


Dr. Soule's wife, Alma, found 


him dying in the basement of 
their home last night. He had 
given himself the fatal injection. 
In. virtually his last conscious 


. breath he told his wife it was use- 


less to call for help. 


Still Conscious 


Still conscious, he told her he 


had injected snake venom and mor- 
phine into his veins. 


'. 
"It won't do any good to call 


• physicians," he whispered. "There 


is no known antidote for this 
snake venom." 


Then he lapsed Into uncon- 


sciousness. 


Dr. Soule apparently had picked 


the venom up on one of his trips 
into tropical countries In his re- 
search on leprosy and other dis- 
eases. 


Mrs. Soule quickly summoned 


Dr. Cyrus Sturgis, a neighbor, who 
is head of the internal medicine 
department at university hospital 
She also called Dr. John M, Shel- 
don, head of the hospital's allergy 
department But the venom had 
killed the scientist in a matter 
of minutes. 


L«ave« Note 


Dr. Soule left a note to his 


wife. With it was the letter from 
the regents. He said he could not 
bear the disgrace to himself and 
his family resulting from his dis- 
missal. 


Besides his wife, Dr. Soule is 


survived by two daughters, Mary

Ten

Brings Demand for Inquiry 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— The 


dismissal of 90 West Point cadets 
for cheating in exams brought de 
mands today for congressional in 
vesUgation of the military acade 
my—including its football activj 
ties. 


Senator Young- (R-ND) urged 


congress to probe the possibility 
that over-emphasis'on football led 
to the breakdown in the academy's 
famed honor system. 


Gen. J. Lawton Collins, army 


chief of staff, reportedly blamed 
such over-emphasis yesterday in 
telling lawmakers of the mass dis- 
missals, largest in the academy's 
148 year history. Senators said he 
hinted that a majority of the 
academy's game-winning football 
players cheated on exams because 
football practice cut down their 
opportunities to study. 


West Point officials said the 


academy football team will play 
its fall schedule—win or lose. 


"An investigation is m order and 


it should also cover too much lax- 
ity in conducting examinations," 
Young told a reporter. Young is a 
member of the official congression- 
al board of visitors which inspects 
the academy every year. 


Faculty Not Involved 


Rep. Brooks (D-La), ranking 


member of the house armed serv- 
ices committee, said "the academy 
should be cleaned from top to bot- 
tom of all moral dishonesty. If any 
faculty members are involved, they 
should be fired." 


However, army sources said no 


faculty members at West Point 
wer« involved. 


No congressman publicly criti- 


cized the mass dismissal as too 
severe. But one lawmaker, who 
would not permit use of his name, 
said: 


"There would not be many foot- 


ball players in my state univer- 
sity, or as far as that goes, many 
students, if every person who 
cribbed in an exam was dismissed." 


The dismissed cadets were ac- 


cused of either giving or accepting 
outside help to pass classroom 
tests during the past four or five 
years. 


May Face Court Martial 


Senators said they were told SO 


of the cadets had admitted break- 
ing the honor code and that the 
others probably would face a court 
martial or special trial to deter- 
mine the guilt. 


The army withheld the names of 


those dismissed to protect the 
men's futures. The dismissals 
were made as "general discharge" 
rather than dishonorable discharge 
which carries much greater stigma. 


The army defined this as "dis- 


charge under honorable conditions, 
service satisfactory, soldier' not 
qualifying 
for 
honorable dis- 


charge." 


An anny (spokesman said it was 


the honor system itself which ex- 
posed the cheaters. The action was 
initiated about six months ago by 
tho cadets' own 25-man honor 
committee after a tip from an 
unidentified cadet. 


Special Board 


The committee's findings were 


passed on to a special board ap- 
pointed by Collins. It was com- 
posed of Judge Learned Hand, re- 
cently retired from the U.S. court 
of appeals in New York; Lt Gen. 
Troy H, Middleton, now president 
of Louisiana State university, and 
MaJ. Gen. Robert M. Dwiford, re- 


tired, a former president of th 
West Point Graduates association
